ARMY OFFICERS SEND 
OUT SEARCHING PARTY 


Believe Plane Crashed to 
Ground and Aviators 
Were Trapped and Burn- 
ed to Death. 


San Francisco, December 21.—The 
charred bodies of the missing aviators. 
Colonel Francis N. Marshal and Lieu- 
tenant Charles Webber, have been 
found in the Pupalo canyon reservation, 
about 75 miles west of Tucson, Ariz., 
the Southern Pacific railroad officers 
here are advised this afternoon in dis- 
patches from Tucson. | 

A cowboy, the advices stated, came 
upon the bodies near what is known 
as Indian Oasis: The bodies lay in 
the wreckage of the fliers’ airplane. 
It is not known whether Colonel Mar- 
shall and J.ieutenant Webber were 
killed when they crashed to earth or 
burned to death afterward. 

The message to the Southern Pa- 
cifie said: 

“Some cowboys found those two avi- 
ators near Indian Oasis. Both ap- 
parently were burned to death. About 
75 miles south of Tucson on Papalo 
reservation. No railroad there. It 
is on a wagon track. Suppose air- 
plane fell to ground = an! aviators 
burned to death.” 

AIRPLANES SEARCH 
FOR MISSING MEN. 

Nogales, Ariz., December 21.—Colo- 
nelA. J. McNab, commanding opera- 
tions out of Nogales in the search for 
Colonel Francis Marshall and Lieu- 
tenant C. L. Webber, had not re- 
ceived any word of the discovery of 
the aviators’ bodies at 2:20 o'clock 
this afternoon Searching airplanes 
landed several times at Indiaa Oasis 
near where the bodies are reported to 
have been found, Colonel McNab said. 
The aviators received information that 
an airplane had been seen in that dis- 
trict wut believed they bad traced it 
further south by later reports. It 
was as a rseult of the tracing of this 
plane that the search was carried into 
Mexico, Colonel McNab stated. 


Colonel Francis C. Marshall, .at- 
tached to the staff of the chief of 
cavalry at Washington and a briga- 
dier-general who served with distinc- 
tion in the world war, and Lieuten- 
ant Charles L. Webber of the air 
service left San Diego at 9:18 o’clocx 
Thursday, December 7, for a flight 
to Fort Hauchuca, near Tucson, Ariz. 

Colonel Marshall had been on an 
inspection tour of cavalry camps and 
used airplaines extensively on this 
mission. 

Lieutenant Webber was an experi- 
enced cross-country pilot and was in- 
structed to report by wire on his ar- 
rival at Fort Hauchuca. Webber was 
27 years old, and a native of Denver, 
Col. Webber entered the aviation 
school at Berkeley, Cal., in 1917, and 
was commissioned at Mount Clemons, 
Mich., in 1918. He served two years 
in the Philippines. 

A search for the missing fliers wae 
eonducted on a scale larger than any 


other similar operation by the army | 


air service, more than a score ol 
airplanes participating.

Subcommittee Will Han- 
dle Refusal of Congress- 
man to Appear for Ex- 
amination After Charges. 


Washington, December 21.—Wind- 
ing up its public hearings'on the Kel- 
ler charges against Attorney-General 
Daugherty, the house judiciary com- 
mittee voted today to meet January 4 
to reach its formal decision and began 
preparation of its report to the house. 
It was regarded as practically certain 
that the committee would hold that 
there had been produced no evidence 
on which impeachment proceedings 
could be based. 

The public sessions today were tak- 
en up with the examination of offi- 
cials and employees of the depart- 
ment of justice in answer to a num- 
ber of the charges made against the 
attorney-general by Representative 
Keller, republican, Minnesota. In an- 
nouncing the conclusion of the case 
for the attorney-general, Paul How- 
land, his personal counsel, stated that 
Mr. Daugherty had proferred “every- 
thing we have in relation to these 
matters and produced all of the docu- 
ments that have been asked for.” 

Mr. Howland announced -that be 
would like to make a statement “‘ex- 
pressing our position and hopes,” but 
the committe showed no disposition to 
hear him. 

The committee has yet to act on the | 
question of what action, if any. is 
to be taken on the refusal of Mr. Kel- 
ler to obey a subpoena calling on him 
to appear for examination under oath 
as to the information upon which he 
hased his allegations against Mr. 
Daugherty. This question has been 
referred to a subcommittee, the chair- 
man of which has not issued a call 
for a meeting.

The dispute between the 
two arose over the question of re 
sponsibility for Greek deportations in 
Asia Minor, and was so violent that 
it became necessary to adjourn the 
session. 

According to spokesmen of the Turk- 
ish delegation, Riza Nur Bey declared 
the Greek army was not so much re- 
sponsible for the recent military dis- 
aster as was Venizelos himself, be- 
cause it was Venizelos who had inau- 
gurated the idea of “a military in- 
vasion of Anatolia.” tiza affirmed 
that in his opinion the Greek min- 
isters who were recently executed at 
Athens were in all probability entirely 
innocent of deceiving the Greek peo- 
ple, because the real father of the 
Asia Minor campaign was Venizeios. 

The Italian chairman of the sub- 
commission, Signor Montagna, had 
previously warned both the Turkish 
and Greek delegates that reference to 
massacres and cruelties must hence- 
forth be avoided, but, the Turks al- 
leged, Venizelos today refused to obey 
this injunction. He delivered a bit 
ter indictment against the Turkish 
army and went so far, the "Turkish 
delegates assert, that the chairman 
was obliged repeatedly to call him 
to order, 

After insistent attempts, Riza Nur 
Bey eventually got the floor and de- 
fended Turkey, and then made a per- 
sonal attack on the former Greek 
premier. 


Feeling Was High. ‘ 
Another indication that feeling is| 
running high between the Turks and 
the Greeks was found in a eommu- 
nique which the Turkish delegation 
issued later, declaring that recent 


advices from Angora prove that the 
Greeks are confiscating all the farms 
belonging to Moslems in Crete and 
that the Moslems in the hills, fearing 


massacre, have fled to the cities and 
are dying of hunger. 

“Every day more than twenty Mos- 
lems are dying either through massa- 
ere or hunger,” says the communique, 
“and Moslems generally are forbidden 
to leave Crete.” The Turks also al- 
lege mistreatment of the Moslems in 
Mitylene. 

Lord Curzon, M. Barrete and the 
Marquis di Garroni held an impor- 
tant conference tonight in an_ en- 
deavor to straighten out the remain- 
ing difficulties over the straits con- 
trol. The Turks are insisting strong- 
ly that the international commission 
shall have no jurisdiction over such 
matters as lighthouses and piloting in 
the straits, and especially shall have 
nothing to do with the demilitariza- 
tion of the zones.

BUTLER AS JUSTICE 


Final Vote Stands 61 to 8. 
Motion to Recommit_ to 
_Judiciary Committee Is

Washington, December’ 21.—The 
nomination of Pierce Butler, St. Paul 
attorney, to be an associate justice 
of the United States supreme court, 
finally was confirmed late today by 
the senate. The vote was said to be 
61 to 8. 

Opposition to Mr, Butler was even- 
ly divided, four republicans, Senators 
La Follette of Wisconsin, Norris of 
Nebraska, Brookhart of Iowa, and 
Norbeck of South Dakota, being join- 
ed by four democrats, Senators George 
of Georgia, Trammell of Florida, 
Sheppard of Texas’and Heflin of Ala- 
bama in yoting against confirmation. 

The senate removed the ban of se- 
crecy from the roll calls and it was 
announced that a motion to re-com- 
mit the nomination to the judiciary 
committee was defeated, 68 to 7. 

Justice Butler, a democrat, who was 
named for the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of former Justice Day, 
kill not take bis seat until January

PLAN IS SIGNIFICANT 
OF CHANGING VIEWS 


Democrats Say Proposal 
Is in Full Accord With 
Party Policies on For- 
eign Affairs.

Washington, December 21.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—An un- 
expected and highly important de- 
velopment in connection with Ameri- 
can participation in foreign affairs 
oceurred today when Senator Borah, 
republican, of Idaho, introduced an 
amendment to the naval appropria- 
tion bill proposing a conference of 
world powers to consider economic 
questions and also to bring about 
further reduction in land and sea 
armaments. 

Although similar proposals haye 
been the subject of popular discus- 
sion at the capital for several days, 
with a less comprehensive amend- 
ment along the same lines already 
attached to the naval bill by the 
house, much significance is given the 
Borah move hecause of his peculiar 
position in the senate. Administra- 
tion leaders supporting the idea had 
anticipated, perhaps, a different at- 
titude from the Idaho’ senator, in 
view of his pronounced opposition to 
the subject of foreign alliances, which 
must of necessity arise in some form 
by the very nature of negotiations 
proposed. 

The belief generally prevails that 
the possibility of a second interna- 
tional conference in Washington, 
which would embrace a greater num- 
ber of issues than were discussed in 
the disarmament parley of a year 
ago, is brought nearer by the Borah 
proposa), 

Democrat Views Coincide. 

Apparently a substitute fer the dis- 
armament provision of the bill adopt- 
ed by the house, which proposed a 
conference merely to limit naval ves- 
seis under 10,000 tons, the amend- 
ment is also representative of demo- 
cratic views, Senator King, demo- 
crat, of Utah, having suggested some- 
thing embodying the same principles 
a few days ago. 

Under the amendment President 
Harding is requested to invite sich 
governments as h? should choose to 
participate in the proposed confer- 
ence.

|FOUR MEN LOCATED '. 


IN ABANDONED HOUSE ~ 


But Make Getaway in © 
Auto Before Police Ars« 
rive—Men Reported td 
Be Heavily Armed. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Denver, Co!lo., December 21.—Po-<- 
lice and other peace officers of North- | 
ern Colorado tonight are engaged in 
an intensive manbunt for four men 
in an automobile, suspected of being 
the bandits who Monday shot and 
killed Charles T. Linton, Federal 
Reserve bank guard during a gun ~ 
fight in front of the mint here in |} 
which they stole $200,000 in currency ~* 
and escaped. The hunt started fthig ~ 
afternoon when Henry Fuqua, a for-* § 
mer residing about 20 miles east of 
Greeley, Colo., 50 miles north of here, 
reported to Sheriff Hall, of Greeley, 
that he had encountered four heavi- 
ly armed men in an abandoned house 
on his ranch. 

Sheriff Hall asked the Denver 
police department for assistance. The 
sheriff, six deputies and ae state 
ranger left for the farm house, while 
the Denver police department’s ar- 
mored riot car equipped with machine 
guns and three automobile loads of 
officers and detectives armed with 
sawed-off shotguns left for Greeley. 

Begged for Water. 

Later Sheriff Hall reported to 
Denver by telephone that the men 
had left the ranch house. A few 
minutes subsequently, Mrs. Gus 
Downer, residing just outside Gree- 
ley reported that about 3:30 o'clock 
this afternoon a man, who appeared 
to be greatly xcited asked for a pan 
of water and some cotton, explain- 
ing that he had a man in his car who 
had been hurt. Mrs. Downer told po- 
lice officials in Greeley that she heard 
a motor car but that it was behind 
a shed. She gave the man a pan of — 
water and a roll of gauze which he 
took back to the car, the engine of 
which had been left running. A few 
minutes later she said the car sped ~ 
away on the Fort Collins road. She 
declared the car had the eurtain 
down and that occupants threw the 
pan out of the car as it went by the 
house. 

Reports from Kuner, Colo., six 
miles east of the farm house, were 
that a car closely resembling the de- 
scription of the one given by Mrs. 
Downer had passed through there 
about 30 minutes eartier. 

All Roads Guarded. 

Fuqua told Sheriff Hall that he 
noticed signs of life about the house ~ 
previously unoccupied and on exam- 
ining found that someone was living 
in it. This afternoon he approached 
and knocked on the door which was 
opened by a man carrying a rifle in 
his hands, and wearing a cartridge 
belt. He asked what they were doing 
in the house, informing the man that 
it was his. The man declared that 
they were coyote hunters. 

Fuqua said another man similarly 
dressed appeared from around the ¢or- 
ner of the house. He said he also 
saw two other men inside it. The 
farmer asserted that while he was 


‘talking a large touring car carrying 


two men and two women drove up, 
He said that he was then told by the 
man at the door to leave the place 
under the threat of death.

IN JUNIOR REPUBLIC 


Funds Are Needed by Or- 
ganization to Erect the 
Several Buildings. 


The movement started recently in 


Atlanta by the Juvenile Protective as- 
sociation to establish the junior re- 
public of the south, a self-governing 
village for wayward boys and girls, 
has extended to all parts of the south 
and has been received with unusual 
interest and consideration, according 
to announcement here today. 

It is stated by officials of the Juve- 
nile Protective association that many 
leading citizens of the south who 
have contributed to the support of the 
association are giving material aid 
in raising the necessary funds for the 
village. A site has already been pur- 
chased in Campbell county, near Ben 
Hill, consisting of 103 acres, on which 
the buildings will be erected. It will 
be patterned after the George Junior 
republic, of Freeville, N. Y., a na- 
tionally known institution, which has 
accomplished extraordinary results in 
reclaiming wayward boys and girls. 

Local architects have submitted 
completed plans of the junior re- 
public of the south, showing the vari- 
ous buildings which are to be erected. 
They include workshops, schools and 
various other structures that are 
practically a little town within it- 
self. The work of raising funds will 
be pushed as rapidly as possible so as 
to complete the village during the 
coming year. One hundred thousand 
dollars will be needed for the build- 
ings alone, 

According to those who are hehind

child welfare workers, for the proper 
education and protection of delin- 
quent children.

Relations between the two coun; 
tries went through two serious crises 
—jn 1873-75 and again in 1886-87— 
provoked by Bismarck under the in- 
tluence of Moltke and the German 
military party. In 1873 a violent 
e:mpaign was loosed against France 
which finally calmed down in the 
middle of April as thé result of the 
firm attitude of the French govern- 
ment and thanks to the intervention 
at Berlin of the ezar and Queen 
Victoria. Nevertheless after April, 
i874, the campaign of intimidation 
was resumed, and, in the spring of 
1S7D, it redoubled in violence, French 
armament plans and the new amili- 
tary law of March, 1875, were de- 
nounced in the German press and in 
diplomatic notes, and there was talk 
in Germany of the necessity of a 
preventive war. :

Notre Dame, 
for instance, in 1921 showed remark- 
able ability for scoring, as did teams 
like the Univejity of Califcrnia on 
the coast, Centre and Georgma Tech 
in the south, and Cornell in the north. 


Tackling Below Par. 


_ The tackling has not improved. It 
is bard to say that it has really ret- 
rograded, but at eny rate the ap- 
pearance of retrogression is there, 
possibly caused somewhat by the fact 
that the tacklers are slowed up by 
the fear of a forward pass, and by 
the attempt, when rushing a back- 
field man, to do two things at once; 
namely, bloek his pass if he attempts 
to make one, and stop him if the 
play developes into a run. There have 
heen instances in the season of 1921, 
just as there have been in other sea- 


_sons, of a man catching a kiek and 


practically running through the en- 
tire field of his opponents. Theoreti- 
cally this should never happen against 
a team of good tacklers, for when 
the man catches the ball there are 


admittedly eleven men on the oppos-!

There has not been very much 
change in the two samps of those who 
diverge on the subject of the direct 
pass or the pass through the quarter- 
back.

The season opened with few sur- 
prises, but these were only delayed, 
for toward mid-season they began to 
develop. Yale, Harvard and Prince- 
ton opened with casy ames and 
none of them were scored upon, but 
Cornell, -although running up big 
scores, allowed St. Bonaventure and 
New Hampshire each to score upon 
her. Out in the middle west Ohio 
State caught a tartar in Ohio Wesley- 
an, and only managed to win at 5 
to 0, while Illinois was defeated. 10 
to 7 by Butler. As the season pro- 
gressed, one of the first early sur- 
prises was the tie game between 
Michigan and Vanderbilt, the south- 
erners putting up a splendid defense. 
Princeton, too, had a tough job with 
Virginia, and only defeated her 5 to 
Washington and Jefferson ran 
into trouble against Carnegie Tech, 
the scor® being a tie at 7 to 7. Notre 
Dame was scored upon by Du Pauw, 
but nevertheless had a big margin, 
84 to 7. Jowa came out of the west 
and defeated Yale, 6 to 0, but the 
following Saturday just barely nosed 
out Illinois, 8 to 7. Dartmouth, 
which had had tough sledding with 
Vermont, gave Harvard a hard game, 
Harvard winning, 12 to 3, although 
the Crimson had defeated Centre col- 
lege the week before, 24 to 10 

Princeton came from behind and 
finally defeated Chicago, 21 to 18, in 
the very last period of the game, when 
the score was 18 to 7 against her. 
Lafayette seemed to be the only team 
that was having fairly smooth run- 
ning, having beaten Pittsburgh, 7 to 
0, but she was scored upon by Buck- 
nell, the final score being 28 to 7. 
Yale and the Army played a tie game, 
as did Penn State and Syracuse, after 
Syraeuse had been defeated by Pitts- 
burgh. Probably the big surprise of 
the season, however. came when Penn- 
sylvania turned in the second half 
of the game and defeated the strong 
Navy team, 135 to 7. 

The teams therefore went into the 
November final lap with Michigan 
the only team that had not been 
scored upon. Wisconsin had kept 
the opponents from crossing her goal 
line, but was scored against by mak- 
ing a safety in the game with South 
Dakota, and by the South Dakotans’ 
field goal. Lafayette, Iowa, and 
Brown had had single touchdowns 
scored against them, but there were 
twenty-two undefeated teams. Those 
in the east were Harvard, Princeton, 
Cornell, Lafayette, Pennsylvania, 
Dickinson, Penn State, Washington 
and Jefferson, Brown, the Army, 
Rensselaer Polytechnic, and West 
Virginia. All but Harvard, Prinee- 
ton, Cornell, Lafayette, and Dickin- 
son had been tied. In the west, Wis- 
consin, Notre Dame, Michigan, Iowa, 
and. Minesota had come through un- 
defeated, and, out on the coast, Cal- 
ifornia, -Washington, and Oregon, 
while, in the South, Vanderbilt was 
also in that class. 

From this point on the struggle 
in various sections became intense. 
Nebraska, believed by many to be the 
srongest team in the country, went 
down before Syracase. Pennsylvanta, 
the conqueror of the Navy, was 
humbled by the University of Ala- 
bama. Lafayette, after leading Wash- 
ington and Jefferson 13 to VU, suffer- 
ed defeat by the margin of a single 
point, 14 to 13. But Yale beat Brown, 
while Harvard and Princeten went 
on their conquering way, as did Wis- 
consin, Notre Dame, and Michigan, 
as well as California. So did Cor- 
nell and the Army. Stanford defeated 
Nevada; Vanderbilt defeated Ten- 
nessee; Centre beat Kentucky; Au- 
burn beat Georgia; Virginia beat 
Washington and Lee; Virginia Mili- 
tary institute and Virginia Foly de- 
feated the Catholic university and 
Maryland respectively; Baylor 
Texas defeated last year’s conquer- 
ors of Centre, Texas A. and M.

Hopes to Prevent Dissipation 
of Savings in Unwise 
- Speculations.

Washington, December 21.—Many 
unsafe securities are now being sold 
and it is the hope of the treasury 
department that savings will not be 
dissipated through unwise specula- 
tion. Most of the money invested in 
war savings stamps and certificates 
was saved at the cost of considerable 
sacrifice and should not now be 
thrown away on uncertain ventures. 

It is the’ desire of the treasury de- 
partment to’ have the owners of war 
savings stamps continue their savings 
investments instead of cashing them. 

On January |. 1923, the war sav- 
ings certificates and war savings 
stamps of the series of 1918 fal] due 
and are payable upon presentation. 


Special Facilities. 


The treasury department has of- 
fered special facilities, first, for the 
exchange of these certificates into 
new treasury savings’ certificates, 
with provision for advance exchanges 
beginning on November 15, 1922; 
and second, special facilities for cash 
redemption on and ufter January 1, 
1928, with provision for presentation 
in advance for a es cg as of that 
date. <All the postoffices throughout 
the country and banking institutions 
throughout the United States have re- 
ceived full information as to the pro- 
visions for the redemption and ex- 
change. 

Holders of war savings certificates 
and stamps of the series of 1918 are 
allowed to exchange them at their ma- 
turity value for treasury sayings cer- 
tificates. dated. January 1, 1923, and 
at the same time to secure advance 
payment of any cash difference by 
taking the largest amount of treas- 
ury savings certificates that their 
war savings certificates, taken at ma- 
turity value, would cover. 


Good to January 15. 


These exchanges are to continue 
until January 15, 1923, and treasury | 
savings certificates taken in exchange | 
to be issued as of January 1, 1923. 
Exchanges after January 15, with 
any necessary cash adjustments, are 
to be made as of the date of ex- 
ehange. Holders of war savings cer- 
tificates and stamps will not be able 
to make cash redemption of their 
certificates before maturity January 
3, 1933. 

Treasury savings: certificates were 
first placed on sale December 15, 
1921, and have proved a very satis- 
factory savings security. They are 
issued in denominations of $25, $100 
and $1,000, and are sold at $20.50, 
$82 and $820 respectively. They are 
exempt from state and local taxa- 
tion (except estate and inheritance 
taxes) and from the normal federal 
income tax. These certificates ma- 
ture in five years.

They explained features of bills which 
they. had introduced to provide such 
credits, and emphatically stated their 
opposition to aaving loans on growing 
crops administered by existing federal 
agencies. Senato: Norbeck declared 
a‘new bureau could be provided by 
extending the life of the war finance 
corporation and changing its opera- 
tion to supplying the needs of the 
farmers while they are producing 
crops, 

Senator Simmons declared farmers 
generally felt the federal reserve sys- 
tem was inadequate to mect_ their 
needs and was being directed to meet 
demands other than those arising 
from agriculture. 

Estimating that 75 per cent of the 
cotton grown in the south is produced 
by smat] farmers, Senator Simmons 
said the tenant farmers’ poverty was 
so great that he had to borrow money 
to plant his crop of cotton and could 
not accumulate enough reserve capi- 
tal to go into. diversified farming. 
The agricultural prosperity of the 
south, he contended, is dependent 
upon the farmers getting away from 
the one crop method. 

Senator Simmons at the afternoon 
session of the committee said that
